1, The interrogatory approach to the cross-examination was one of 
feigned friendliness and consideration for CC-2's welfare. It was recog- 
nized that tangible motivation instrumentalities were not available and 
that duress could at best be enployed as. a short-range bluff. Time was 
of the essence j. since CC-2 was scheduled to leave for new employment in 
Germany in a few days. Fortunately, a few clues about CO-2 1 8 personality 
were at hands he was an introvert, probably suffered from an inferiority, 
was impressed by written agreements, and probably had a latent desire to re*- 
sume work for. the Americans* This Information came from GROSSBAHN. 

2* All of these traits, plus others which were discovered as the inter- 
view proceeded, were exploited* First, CC-.2 was induced by judicious 
flattery to converse in English, his weakest language. Concoramitantly, he was 
made to feel that the Americans were sorry to lose the services of such a 
capable veteran operative and hoped that he would one day elect to work 
again for the Americans* To this end It was necessary to put his personal 
file in order and he would therefore be questioned on his relations with 
Willi HOETTL and others. 

3* CC-2 gave evidence, that he is a perfectionist* Be hesitated to 
speak English since he* could not do so fluently* likewise, he disliked edit- 
ing military reports because his military experience was Halted* He has 
considerable pride in his reports as a journalist and like most writers has 
a penchant to be read by an admiring public* This could never be realized 
in covert work! hence, his distaste for sub rosa activity* Essentially a 
sincere person, he found it repugnant to lie to friends about his intelli- 
gence assignment* The switch in his assignment from political reporting to 
other coverage removed the last vestige of personal satisfaction which he 
derived from his daily chores for GROSSBAHN* From this point on he searched 
for 8n escape* 

U. Complications which weighed on this couple* were the impasse that 
he reached when he concealed his relations with HOETTL from GROSSBAHN, and 
when b'd an erotic affair with bin mistress, ANN? KHRLTNQER, from his . 
wife* There was also a penetrating religious facet which* could not be rooted 
out but nevertheless manifested itself* CC-2, professedly a devout Roman 
Catholic, had strayed from the path and was undoubtedly vexed by the de- 
viation* 

5* As a law-abiding citizen, CC-2 disolosed that he was preoccupied 
because of hie illegal currency deals for HOETTL and evidently expected some 
pressure to be applied to him by the interrogator on this score* It is 
well to bear this factor in mind, since it constitutes a potential control 
factor if CC-2 fails to observe the terms of the secrecy oath which he signed. 
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6. After CC-2 made a clean breast of hie relations with HOETTL,and 
still manifested a strong attachment to the latter, it was felt necessary 
to expose HOETTL as a fraud and an intelligence reprobate in order to 
jolt CC-2 into the realization that his admiration was ill-considered. 
Basically naive, CC-2 was convinced that he had narrowly missed damaging 
involvement with HOETTL. He volunteered to break off with the latter and 
avowed that, he would remain aloof from intelligence entanglement after 
he arrived in Germany to commence work at his new Job.

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C: That is in my interest* 

D: Yes, but from the Government's standpoint — and I am representing the 

Government — I have to put it that wsy . That means everything that 
you have done in the way of writing reports and in the way of opera- 
tions, so if you are in agreement with it I will bring out the 
document and let you read it over* Xf it is not clear , X can explain 
it to you. 

Ci (Reads the document and understands its content without difficulty.) 

You must understand my special knowledge is not usable to the Americans 
any more* I am a political analyst.

D: Was it in existence in the Nazi period? 

C: No, the founder was an immigrant named KRAMER who lived in Paris and 

then moved to London during the war. He returned in 19li5 and together 
with the present editor-in-chief started the paper. It is an in- 
dependent political paper* It is difficult to run such a paper* 

D: There are very few countries where you can be really independent in 

journalism* 

Ci Our so-called Austrian independent papers are not really independent 
but are dependent upon certain political or financial groups* 

Ds In Austria it is almost impossible ••• the Salzburger Nachrichten, for 
instance * 

C: (in German) One doesn't know* (laughs) 

D: I was interested in your statement that you might in the future some time 

wish to Join us again, end that was the second reason for my being 
here. We want to close out your record in our headquarters. We're on 
a friendly relationship and in the future, if you feel as though you 
desire to come baok with our organization again, that will be taken 















under consideration; but before we can close the record satis- 
factorily, we would like to get from you the whole history, in as 
much detail as possible, of your relationship with WILLI HOETTL. 

I would appreciate it, and the Government would appreciate it, if 
you would start from the very beginning — from Adam and Eve — and 
take your time and recall as much as you can about £our meetings, 
conversations, and dealings with Mr* HOETTL going back Into the 
1*0 1 s. If you don't mind. I'll take notes on this, asking questions 

once in a while if something is not clear.

I became acquainted with HOETTL in 1936 or 1937, through the inter 
vention of DR. TARAS BORODAJKEWCTZ . 



Was that in Austria? 

Tes, in Vienna. 

What was Mr. BORODAJKEWCTZ by occupation; was he a journalist? 

No, he was an Austrian and was employed by the State Archives in 
Vienna, on Minoriten Plata. 

And how did that meeting occur? Was it just a social gathering? 

Tes, a social gathering. My wife and I were invited to BORODAJKEWCTZ 1 s 
home for a reception and there I met HOETTL for the first time • But 
my acquaintance with HOETTL was not isf>ortant then; I net HOETTL in 
the next two years only occasionally, without having a more i ntim ate 
acquaintance with him, but in 1938—1 didn't know then that HOETTL 
already worked in the illegal Nazi Party intelligence. I realized it 
only a few years later. After the arrival of the Germans, in 1938, I 
was excluded from the journalists' association because of ay previous 
connections. It was my Catholic connections, and because I had 
allegedly worked for the Catholic Action intelligence service. 



And you were brought to the police on that occasion, or did your boss 
just tell you that you were dismissed? 

(Did, not understand the question and so it was rephrased.) 



Were you discharged from the association by one of the officials or 
were you called to the police first? 
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C: By one of the officials* It was an internal proceeding within the 

organisation, but the exclusion was based upon a police report* I 
tried to get into the association again In order to be able to be 
gainfully employed, and BORODAJKEWICZ was ready to help me .do 30 , 
and he discussed my situation with HOETTL* I had appealed to 
BORODAJKijWuiZ , and BORODAJKEWICZ took up the natter with HOETTL. 

HOETTL then worked in my interest* 1 had a meeting with HOETTL and 
asked him to help, and HOETTL did so* I was reaccepted for employ- 
ment after about six weeks* Then for some time I had no further 
connection with HOETTL. I suppose HOETTL went to Berlin, and I re- 
mained in Vienna. In the first year of the war I was employed with the 
Viennese newspaper Pleasant Front , the same publication for which I 
worked since 1928. 

D: What kind of newspaper was that? 



C: A weekly publication directed by DR. JOZEF EBERT E, 



0: Is he from the 



RLE Press? 



C: No, he had nothing to do with the EBKRLE printing house* 

November 1940 I was drafted into the air corps. I was discharged in 
December 19l*l to go to the Foreign Office headquarters in Berlin. 

D: What was your specialty then? 

C: I was a member of the Information and Cultural Department* It was a 

kind of propaganda detachment, and besides, the detachment had to 
supply German artists and singers, professors and scholars, for 
lectures abroad* One can say it was principally a propaganda office* 



D: Who was the head of that office? 



C: The last head was Ambassador F. R, SIX (phon)« SIX cams from RSHA. 

D: And you were tied in with the German intelligence? This office was 

tied in with the German intelligence some way, was it not? 

Cs No* German intelligence tied into the Foreign Office through a 
special detachment headed by (could not recall the name)— it was 
through the Deutschland Abt.

D: The office in which you worked was primarily overt? 

C: It just collected overt publications and issued bulletins, posters, 

and so on, and did translation work* It directed expositions abroad* 

In Berlin I saw HOETTL occasionally* We never discussed service matters. 
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D: What was he doing at the time? 

C: Then I supposed he was in AMT VI, but now I know that he was# He 

was in charge of operations in Italy, Hungary, and Croatia and was 
abroad often. 

D: Was he pretty much of a big shot? 

C: Yes* 

t 

D: Quite an important official at this time? Did you see him often? 

Ci No, not often. 

. Ds Did you dine with him? 

C: Yes, at the Hotel Adlon, four or five times in the two years — or maybe 

it was ten times, I don't recall. In any case, it was only a personal 

contact j no service matters were discussed. Then I collaborated with 
the resistance group (German resistance) oflfcaPtin and Yoxtkvon 
Wqrttenbmrg. Hatfbin was the man who was responsible for having me 
transferred to the Foreign Office headquarters in Berlin* Hrftin 
had previously been German Cultural Attache in Vienna and then was 
transferred back to Berlin and when there had me called to Berlin be- 
cause he knew that I was a Balkan semi-expert. 

D: When was that? 

Cs Ky cooperation with Harftin commenced in January 191*2. When the 20th of 
July 1914* attempt on Hitler's life failed I was on leave at Altmans ter 
and probably therefore I was not arrested. . I wondered for a long time 
.why 1 had not been. I had resided in Berlin in Heftin' s and Wufcen- 
berg's home for a long time, and the fellow who took my room in 
W^rfcenburg's home was6S49?£AtfilU^hem^, one of the le a d ing collabora- 
tors with KREJS^KCREIS (phon) . If 1 recall correctly, I met BOETTL 
for the first time after the attempt on Hitler's life at the beginning 
of 19U5 and then HOETTL told ms that he while in Vienna had inter- 
cepted a message from the Gestapo, which had hindered the investigation 
against me and that as a result he was responsible for saving my life. 

D: How did he corns to divulge that information to you? Do you remember 

the circumstances? 

Ci (Did not understand the question and so it was rephrased.) 

Dt How did he happen to tell you that? 

C: We were both in Berlin. He phoned me at my office and we met at the 

Adlon, and during the conve rsation he began to speak about the attempt 
on the 20th of July, HAWtN, and the others* 
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D: When was that, in 19U5? Before the end of the war? 

Ct Tee, but he didnH come out clearly and dlsolose this information at 

that time* The detailed explanation was made to me after the end 
of the war* In the early part of 19h5 HOETTL' statements were merely 
allusions* I also felt that. Ambassador SI X had done more to prevent 
my arrest than HOETTL because two other members of SIX'S detachment 
had been arrested and were executed after the attempt failed, and 
' SIX was not anxious to have others of his personnel apprehended on 
the -same charge* HOETTL contacted me again In 19h7 and told me about 
his plan to write a book about hie experiences with German intelli- 
gence* 

Dt Was that early in 19U7? 

C: v The dates are difficult to remember* He told ms of his plan to write 

a book on his intelligence work and his experiences during the war 
and he asked me to edit it* I accepted, and then in 19 1*8 or 19U9 I 

completed the work and I received royalties from the sales*

V: What type of financial arrangement did he have with you? 

Ct I was to receive 2^G of the sales royalty* 

Dt Did he give you any cash in addition to that? Was that your complete 
payment? 

Ct Yes, that was my complete payment* 

Dt Did he give you anything in addition? 

Ct No, but occasionally he asked me to edit newspaper articles, for 

which 'HOETTL provided the raw material. He gave me these assignments 
while I was engaged in editing his book and also afterwards* 

Dt How long did it take to finish his work? 

Cs If I remember it correctly, the work was finished at the end of 19h9» 

Dt About how much money did you receive for this job? 

Ct Bxe payments are not yet completed, since the Italian, French, and 

Spanish editions have not yet been accounted for* 

Dt What other work have you performed for Mr* HOETTL? 

Ct I edited articles on the Commnnlste 1 activity in the Salskammergut, 
including the preparation of partisan groups, the Conomnist mountain 
redoubt in the Totes Geberge, and so on* 
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Was .that quite recently? Did it have to do with the activities of 
GEISWINKLEH and his group? Did you believe that information? 

(Laughs) That was for the press# 

How much did you get for an article of that sort? 

The payments for articles varied from 5 00 to 800 to 1,000 schillings. 

And you did other articles for him? What kind? 

HOETTL was the correspondent and representative for the German 
Soldaten Zeitung , and he asked me to deliver to him monthly political 
situation reports on Austria* 

And you did that on a monthly basis? 

Xe8, on a monthly basis* 

When did that start? 

1952. 

And it continued up to the present time? 

Up to the present time. 

And what did you say you received for that work? 

I received different fees: 500 to 600 schillings* 

Why did HOETTL want you to do that? He's a pretty clever man; couldn't 
he do that work himself? 

HOETTL is not capable of writing good critical journal is m an d he didn't 
have the capability $6 expand on an idea in writing* HOETTL is not 
a writer*

On the basis of the work that you were doing for HOETTL in 1952, you 
saw him a few times a month? 

Every six weeks or two months* We had an exchange of letters. 
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D: Did he send you your money in a letter, and you sent him the manu- 

scripts by mail? 

C: Yes • 

D: Let's go back to the time you started to work on the book. In that 

period, 191*9, you must have seen each other quite often as you pre- 
pared each chapter? * 

C: No, I didn’t see him any more than once a month. 

D: Even when you were working on the book? 

C: Yes. 

D: Did you handle most of your business by correspondence? 

C: Tes. 

D: Where was he living at the time? 

C: • He was living at Alt Aussee, where he is presently living. ...where he 
is living now? or where he lives now? Hy faults are horrible, 
isn't it? (sic) 

Di No, not at all. I have understood everything you've said perfectly. 
After all, that is the function of a language: to transmit thoughts 
and ideas. It is very nice and a sign of culture if you can speak a 
language perfectly. 1 should try to do it in German and you should 
try to do it in English, but if two people can get together and 
understand each other as well as we do— I can say that your English 
is adequate but I can't say that it is fluent, but you can understand 
me and I can understand you.

In these meetings that you had with Mr. HOETTL, he must have been 
Interested in you and how you were making your living, was he not? 

How did you explain this. to him? 

C: I explained to him that I was a collabor ator and a co-editor of the 

Wejrt und Wahrheit , published by the firm HERDER in Vienna. This is 
a job which I actually held, and I told him that I was a Salaburg rep- 
resentative of the HERDER firm, which of course was not actually 
true, but my statement on my affiliation with the HERDER publishing 
company in Vienna was true. I never had to tell him how I made ray 
money or how much I earned. 
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Did he ever indicate that he knew that you were engaged in some other 
activity? 

No. But in 1952 he began to ask me if I was not working with American 
intelligence and gave me a hint that he knows that X did, X tried to 
evade answering hie questions and broke off the discussion of "this 
matter but he would return to it. I believe that he was informed 
either by RUPERT MANDEX, who knew that I worked with GROSSBAHN, or by 
AUNER. We never discussed this matter specifically. He queried me 
and I evaded answering the questions. X did not expressly deny because 
I believe that hd actually knew. 

He acted as though he knew it? 

Yes. 

Did he act as though he knew you were In touch with GROSSBAHN, or did 
he just indicate that he thought you were working for the Americans? 

Working for the Americans. Ve did not discuss GROSSBAHN at the same 
time. On other occasions he inquired how GROSSBAHN lives and If he 
were in g^od financial circumstances and if he had satisfactory work 
conditions and so on. He knew that GROSSBAHN lived at Altmans ter and 
that GROSSBAHN worked for the Americans but he did not know that 
GROSSBAHN and I were collaborating. 

You are quite sure he didn't know that? 

Yes. 

Did he ask you from time to time about your work with the Americans? 

Yes, but I never made any concrete explanation. 

Did he ever ask what you were doing for the Americans? 

No, no. He didn't ask so indiscreetly. He only wanted to know if 
I did work for the Americans. 

He just wanted you to admit that? 

Yes. 

But you didn't admit it? 

No, but. I did not deny or admit it. 
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Ds So he could have deduced it or might have thought it? 

C: lee, he could have deduced it, I think. 

D: From a facial expression? Or from some other action? 

Cs Yes, or from my evasion. 

Dj He’s a very clever man. But he never pushed you on the point and 

said, n I know that you work for the Americans," and so forth? 

C: He did not. He never tried (in German) to force me into a corner. 

D: How often did he infer that he knew that you were connected with the 

Americans? 

C: Not at every meeting, but about every second meeting. 

•' D: He would bring it up in a very subtle way? 

Cs Yes, in a subtle way. 

Ds And this started sometime in 1952? The early part or the middle of 
1952? 

Cs It’s very difficult to say, but I think it was the beginning of 1952* 
D: Approximately how many times did he inquire about GROSS BiHN? 

Cs Oh, four or five times. 

Ds And always along the same line? What would he ask you? 

, Cs Be used to ask me about ny acquaintances and among these acquaintances 
he mentioned GROSSB&fiN’s name. 

Ds The other acquaintances he mentioned on these occasions- -were they 
mutual friends of yours? 

C: Mutual friends, yes, politicians.

Whether he was living at Salzburg or had moved to Vienna, He also 
asked about OTTO BEGU8, KAUDER-KIATT, and AUNER. 

Did you ever ask him, "Why are you interested in these people, Willi?" 

Ho, I tried to evade discussing them beeause it was painful for me to 
be asked about these persons. I was in a very difficult situation. 

Did you ever meet any other people when you went to see HOETTL? Did 
he ever introduce you to anyone? 

Oh, once he introduced to ms HARR7 HAST. 

What did he aay about tlARHY MiST? 

He said that HARRT MAST is an old intelligence man, worked first for the 
GEHLRN organization, then was fired by them because of his connections 
with HOETTL, and then was employed by the HOETTL group and now is un- 
employed. - 

Were there any other people like MAST toifaom he Introduced you?

Be always said that he had good American 
connections but that he would not use them because the time for his- 
return to service with the Americans wasn't right.
